In 1988 Mr. Anderson participated in the Australia~American Arts Dialogue 
conference at the Kennedy Center, Washington, DC. While here in the states, he 
acted as an adjudicator and seminar leader at Pullman University, Washington state. 
Mr. Anderson has spent the last few weeks in Topeka working with John Hunter 
at Washburn University. He is busy directing Emerald City by David Williamson, 
one of Australia’s best and most prolific playwrights. The production opens at 
Washburn this Friday, February 16 and runs Saturday, February 17 and next week, 
February 22-25.

Ne =O a a 
GOOD | 

This drama with music by C. P. Taylor and directed by Kate Anderson will be presented by the KSU Theatre 
Department especially for the AKT convention goers on Saturday, February 17 at 1:00. 

‘GOOD is a triumphant, wonderful and incandescent evening in the theatre’’ wrote critic Clive Barnes 
in The New York Post, and Frank Rich in his New York Times review called it, ‘“‘A flawless display of theatre 
craft.’ Indeed, it’s a play that invites the combining of all the theatre arts. The writing, the interplay of the 
music and drama, the stark simplicity of staging takes the audience into the complexity of a mind that can 
deal with warm humanity and chilling horror almost within the same moment.’ 

“History is a nightmare into which the antihero of GOOD sleepwalks,’”’ is how critic T. E. Kalem of 
TIME magazine began his review. Set in Germany at the time when Hitler has just come into power, the play 
takes place partly inside the mind of a ‘‘good’’ man, Professor Hadler. Unconsciously, this well-meaning scholar 
is led into participation in the hell that follows as do the disturbing questions about. ..GOOD.
